Following the meeting of the Cor- 
poration held yesterday, the annual 
report of the Governors, Principal aud 
I Fellows of the University for the year 1 
i 1ÎU4-15 was released for publication. 
The report deals principally with 
the war record of tlio University. It 
reads: 

To Field Marshal His Royal Highness 
Prince Arthur William Patrick Al- 
bert, Duke of Connaught and Strath- 
carn, K.G., K.T.. K.P., G.C.B.. G.C. 
S.I., G.C.M.G.. G.O.I., G.C.V.O., 
Governor-General and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Dominion of Canada, 
Visitor of McGill University: 

May it Please Your Royal Highness: 

In accordance with the regulations 
of I he Corporation of the University, 
we have the honor lo submit to Your 
I Royal Highness, as Visitor, our An- 
nual Report for the Academical year 
ending August 31st, 1915, being the 
Siith year of the educational history of 
the University, and the 91th since Its 
foundation. 

The usual opening address was de- 
livered by the Principal on the arter- 
noon of Thursday, October 1st, 191L 
The occasion was a notable one. Can- 
ada was at war, and war rather than 
peaceful academic pursuits was up- 
permost in every mind. There was a 
large attendance of the general pub- 
lie, as well as of the student body and 
the teaching staff ; and the Import- 
ance of the occasion was enhanced by 
the distinguished and gracious pres- 
ence of Their Royal Highnesses the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught. In 
his capacity of Visitor of the Univer- 
sity, His Royal Highness occupied the. 
chair, and addressed the assembly in 
stirring words which emphasized tne 
mornl as against the material factor 
in the war, and the unique spectacle 
afforded by the unhesitating loyalty 
of all parts of a united Empire. The 
Duke and Duchess afterwards in- 
spected on the campus the newly-or- 
ganized McGill Regiment, which al- 
ready on the opening day of the ses- 
sion numbered 300 men. As was na- 
tural In the circumstances, the Prin- 
cipal's address dealt exclusively with 
the war and Its origin, and It may be 
of interest to record the fact that it 
was afterwards published, by request, 
In the valuable series of Oxford pam- 
phlets, under the title, "The War 
Through Canadian Eyes." 

The whole history of the session, 
throughout all the faculties and de- 
partments of the University (Inehid- 
ing Macdonald College), took Its tone 
and color from the war. In common 
with every right-minded Canadian, we 
realized from the very first that this 
was to be a war of, for. and by tho 
Empire, and we Inst no time in active- 
ly identifying ourselves with the im- 
perial cause. Wc resolved to show 
that McGill was not to he regarded 
merely as a centre of learning and 
scholarship, but also a.» a great rally- 
ing point of patriotic effort. Through- 
out the session, even in the midst of 
our peaceful studies, our thoughts 
were as much with those who left al- 
most at once for active service ar with 
those who stayed behind. And all tho 
time we were busy raising fresh levies 
of troops to go forward in support of 
the common cause. Nearly one thon- 
sand of the sons of Old MrOlll are 
now overseas, and there are more to 
follow. They felt the call of the bloosj 
and hastened to put themselves, along 
with any expert skill they .might pos- 
sess, at. the service of their country 
and the Empire. Like Oxford and 
Edinburgh, Cambridge and Dublin. 
McGill, too, must pay the penalty of 
her sacrifices. The number of her 
students has been greatly lessened, 
and the full efficiency of her teaching 
staff greatly impaired. Problems of 
finance arc crowding upon her — all 
the more regrettable because they 
come at a time that would otherwise 
have witnessed much growth and ex- 
pansion. The natural processes of de- 
velopment have been suddenly and 
sadly arrested. Rut there are com- 
pensations. Just as the national lifo 
of Canada, and her consciousness of 
imperial unity, have received from 
this world-war a stimulus and an In- 
spiration greater, in all probability, 
than could have come from any other 
source, so our Unlvefltlty cherishes, 
and will continue to cherish, the spirit 
of service and sacrifice to which she 
has been born again In her devotion 
to a great cause. In the greatest 
crisis of modern history, McGill stanos ' 
firm, and fares the future with a con- 
fidence that knows no fear. She feels ! 
that In line with the whole Dominion, I 
and in proud association with nil the ! 
universities of the British Empire, she 
is fighting in defence of principles 
whlrh are vital to the civilization of 
mankind. 

At the outbreak of the war, the 
thought could not fail to occur to us' 
that McGill was specially fortunate— I 
beyond and above, if the word may be 
said, any of the universities of Can- 
ada in the fact that for some years 
past we had been giving a certain 
amount of attention to military stud-

"A lively bunch," said Manager 
Hovey, of those out at the first prac- 
tice of the McGill Hockey squad yes- 
terday afternoon. "They will need a 
little weeding out and lots of prac- 
tice, but the material to draw from is 
there." F. H. Andrews, President of 
the Hockey Club, was also pleased 
with the large turnout. "Andy" had 
charge of the practlco and was kept 
busy trying to referee and put the 
men through their paces. He changed 
the men regularly and kept fresh men 
on the ice most of the time. The pace 
was maintained pretty well, but the 
hockey at times very closely resembled 
shiny.

If numbers count for anything the 
twenty-six players out yesterday 
should encourage McGill fans.

What shooting there was. was bad and 
If would be n rood thins If some of the 
candidates had some practice in that 
line. McGill has often had good skat- 
ing and stick handling teams, but 
they have notably been weak at scor- 
ing. The forward who can't shoot 
isn't much use to his team. 

Some of the city leaeue teams claim 
that they have good backbones for 
their teams, and MtOill will have no 
easy time to make n showing. Prac- 
tice and condition, however, will go 
a long way towards forming a good 
team. Condition has been preached 
time and again at the players and 
has as often been neglected. There 
Is no reason whv the team should not 
take as good care of Itself as the foot- 
hall men under "Shag" have and If 
they did the team would be fifty per 
cent, better. The hockey management 
Should insist that cigarettes and all 
smokes be cut out absolutely. The 
morale of fhe team would he improved 
and the undergraduates would be bet- 
ter satisfied that the team were doing 
their share to uphold the honor of Mc- 
Gill. The players individually should 
adopt a systematic training schedule 
and get together to form a strong ag- 
gregation. The student body will be 
behind a good team, there is material 
and a good coach could whip it into 
Al shape. Gordie Roberts needs no 
Introduction, and he has promised to 
help as much as his course and other 
calls will allow. Andrews, who was 
looking after the team yesterday will 
be in uniform on Friday, and Gorille 
Roberts, It Is expected, will take 
charge or the squad.

administration. This scheme may be 
said to have been the direct outcome 
of a policy inaugurated by Lord Hai- 
dane, when he became Secretary for 
War. The need for trained officers 
had come to be. increasingly felt, and 
Lord Haldano argued that those who 
had enjoyed the benefits of a compre- 
hensive university education might ne 
induced to supply at least their pro- 
portion of the material for which ho 
was in search.

By 
the month of March, when the forma- 
tion of this company was well under 
way. sonic 2',i) members of the McGill 
nattalion had also enlisted in other 
units. For the second Overseas Com- 
pany a large number of men were re- 
cruited from the west, and It was not 
long before thi3 Company, under Capt. 
George C. McDonald and Capt. Percy 
Molson. Joined the first company al 
Shorncllffe, the two proceeding after- 
wards to the front to fill up the de- 
pleted ranks of the Princess Patricia's 
liai talion. For Ihe formation of tnn 
third and fourth companies, the Cana- 
dian universities are greatly indebted 
to Ihe zeal and organizing ability of 
Caplnln A. S. Eve. These also have 
been recruited from all parts of Can- 
ada, and the desire to go under uni- 
versity auspices was so strong that 
the third company In less than two 
months was about R'l over si l ength. 
In all some 1 .100 men have been sent 
forward in this way to Join the colors 
after receiving a thorough training on 
the McGill campus. And ihe fifth 
company is now In course of forma- 
tion. To those who have co-operated 
with Capt. Eve In tho work of train- 
ing, it must be n great source of sat- 
isfaction that both Ihe British mid tho 
Canadian military authorities have 
turned to these Overseas Companies 
for the supply of officers to fill the 
gaps caused by casualties in other 
regiments, especially Junior officers.

Tho 
first requisite for military service II 
physical fitness, as Indeed It Is for 
every other vocation In which men 
have to play the purl of men. The 
years which students spend at college 
-years in which youth ought to be 
developing into able-bodied manhood 
—offer conspicuous opportunities of 
physical training with the view of 
producing a robust and manly type. 
Hut thry are often Just the years, es- 
pecially under the normal conditions 
of city life, In which the building up 
of the body is neglected by a consider- 
able proportion of college students. 
The question Is In what shape physi- 
cal training may best be provided to 
tbe extent In whicli it ought to be con- [ 
littered indispensable for all. and how 
tar the University should go In tno 
direction of making it compulsory. 
For tho interval which must elapse 
before Iho new gymnasium can be- 
come au accomplished fact, the 
thoughts of many friends of the Uni- 
versity turned in connection with thiB 
issue, to military drill. Perhaps it 
was the soldierly bearing of thoso who 
joined the Battalion that, helped to 
call attention to this as one of tho 
most obvious and most universal 
forms of physical exorcise that has 
been devised. Drilling is simple In 
character, and it can take in every- 
body.

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(Continued from Tago 2.1 
the several Faculties for carrying on 
the work. This report, which may be 
Qiioted In full, was approved by 
Corporation, with the understanding 
that It should remain in operation for 
two years as an experiment, at the 
end of which time the matter will 
again be considered: 

"At the time of registration, stu- 
dents of the first year will be given a 
card to fill up, calling for Information 
as to the forms of physical work or 
exercise they have been acqustonied 
to take. They will bo asked to state 
also what forms of physical activities 
thoy desire to follow during the col- 
lege term, whether gymnastics, mili- 
tary drill, or athletics, including 
games. A complete list of the various 
forms of college sports will be given, 
from which a choice may be made. 

"A classification of students will be 
made as follows: 

"Ciass A— Men eligible for all forms 
of physical exercise. 

"Class D— Men eligible only for cer- 
tain forms, e.g., those who may be un- 
fit for such strenuous games as foot- 
ball or water polo, but may play ten- 
nis, basketball, and certain other 
games will be Indicated. 

"Class C — Those not eligible for any 
form of competitive athletics. Many 
students of this class will be found, 
on their subsequent examination, to 
havo made sufficient improvement for 
advancement into a higher grade. 

"Gymnastic Course. — Gymnastic 
classes will be held twice a week for 
all students who are not. engaged In 
competitive athletics or military drill. 
Students participating in competitive 
work will not be required to attend 
the regular gymnastic classes during 
the active season for such competi- 
tions. A carefully graded and pro- 
gressive course of exercises will be 
given to promote organic vigor, neuro- 
muscular control and general physical 
efficiency and physical development 
of the student. 

"Administration and Control. — The 
physical director will be responsible 
for the conduct of the regular gym- 
nastic work for all classes, lie will 
be required to provide the opportunity 
for the special activities chosen and 
will bo charged with the direction of 
such activities. 

"The medical director will be re- 
sponsible for the treatment required 
In cases of special defects and abnor- 
malities, for which suitable exercises 
will be prescribed and carried out un- 
der proper supervision." 

It was at this same (April) meeting 
of Corporation that the Principal 
put forward a communication received 
from the Committee on Military 
Studies on the subject of military 
drill. Favorable reports having been 
received from all the Faculties, it was 
finally decided to "meet the wishes of 
the military committee for next ses- 
sion, or for the duration of the war. 
in so far as possible, by laying stress 
on military training in the list of op- 
tional forms of physical training pre- 
viously approved by Corporation." 

It is owing to existing war condi- 
tions that no commencement has as 
yet been made with the work of con- 
structing the new Gymnasium, which 
was referred to In our repor* for last 
sesslon.as having been made possible 
by the munificent gift promised by Mr. 
J. K. L. Ross, one of the governors of 
the University. Advantage was fatten 
of the delay to secure, with Mr. Ross's 
consent, the formal adhesion of the 
Minister of Militia and the Govern- 
ment authorities at Ottawa to the 
scheme for combining a drill hall 
with the Gymnasium, and plans, 
sketches and drawings of the pro- 
posed building, as prepared by Prof. 
Nobbs.were approved at the February 
meeting of the Doard of Governors. 

In the course of the session, the ten 
years' period expired for which the 
University had contracted with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, the Grand 
Trunk and the Intercolonial to main- 
tain a department of railway trans- 
portation. Provisional arrangements 
have been made to carry on the work 
for another session, and negotiations 
are in progress with the authorities of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, with a 
Tiew to securing a renewal of the con- 
trat for a further term of years.

The third meeting of the Montreal 
Metallurgical Association took, plnco 
in the lecturo room of the Chemistry 
Building last night at 8.30. A. K. 
Drury, the secretary of tho associa- 
tion, read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 

Dr. Alfred Stansfield, the president, 
announced that the subject of the next 
meeting would be "Canada's Supply 
of Lead, Zinc and Copper for Military 
purposes." He explained the objects 
of tho association, and that the reason 
that the minutes were not in detail 
was that all of the papers preseuted 
beforo the society would bo published 
in a bulletin of the Canadian Mining 
lnstituto and presented to those inter- 
ested members. 

Dr. J. Donsall Porter, head of the 
mining department of McGill, was tho 
speaker of the evening, and present- 
ed an address on "Tho Coal Supplies 
of Canada." Dr. Porter, who needs no 
Introduction into metallurgical circles, 
was well qualified to make Uio ad- 
dress, as he was a most active com- 
mitteeman in the preparation for the 
Canadian Government of a report on 
Canada's coal resources and the eco- 
nomic conditions governing them. 

Dr. Porter, In his direct and concise 
address, stated that the wealth of a 
country depends, firstly, upon Its pop- 
ulation, and, secondly, upon Its coal 
supply. This statement was backed 
up by numerous statistical lantern 
slides. The slides brought out the 
fact that there Is no danger for quite 
some time to come of the coal sup- 
plies of the world giving out. Tho 
gross tonnage of the world in coal re- 
sources is about 7,400 billion tons. 
Tho production of coal in tho world 
was about 1.2 billion tons. At this 
rate of coal consumption, the re- 
sources of the world will still last for 
7,000 years. 

The continents of North and South 
America havo coal resources amount- 
ing to 5.06 billion tons. Canada has 
tho second largest coal resources of 
any country in the world, having a 
reserve of 1.25 billion Ions. Tho Unit- 
ed States produces over fifty per cent, 
of tho coal in the world, while Can- 
ada only produces about 1 per cent. 

Dr. Porter discussed the subject of 
Canadian coals In their relation to tno 
steel production, and gave a table 
compiled by himself, comparing the 
iron and coal reserve and production 
of the more important countries of the 
world. The speaker then went Into 
a discussion of tho position of Can- 
ada's coal fields. By dividing tho 
country into four parts, namely, the 
maritime, the eastern slope of tne 
Rocky Mountains, the Pacific coast 
and the Arctic slopes, he showed that 
only a portion of the coal fields aro 
economically situated, and those are 
In the eastern slope of the Rocity 
Mountains. The cost of transporta- 
tion of tho coals of the maritime dis- 
trict Is greater than the transporta- 
tion costs, plus duty, on American 
coals Imported to this district. In the 
western portion of Canada there Is no 
une to consume the coal, so it pays to 
ship it to the United States, where it Is 
used in metallurgical operations. 

Dr. Porter gave the analysis of Can- 
ada"n different coals as found in his 
government report, thus proving them 
to be equal to the standard Connells- 
vllle coal of the United States. The 
coal of the Sydney coal field of Nova 
Scotia excels this government, stand- 
ard, but the coals of tho Tlctou and 
Springhill fields, which aro In tho 
west, aro not so high in fixed carbon 
but higher In sulphur, and do not 
mako as good coking coals, although 
they are very good quality steaming 
coals. 

The coals of the United Slates suf- 
fer the same depreciation in quality 
as one goes west from tho Pennsyl- 
vania district. On the west coast, 
Vancouver has the advantage over the 
western coals of the United States. 

Due to the appreciation of Dr. Por- 
ter's efforts in the preparation of the 
report he placed beforo the Govern- 
ment, tho Director of Mines will allow 
any person properly authenticated to 
obtain copies of the two first sum- 
mary reports of Canada's coal supply. 

After Dr. Porter had completed his 
i extremely interesting address, some 
1 lantern slides were shown by Mr. 
1 Werner of the operations of the Syd- 
; hey coal mines and the Helen Iron 
mine;; on Lake Superior. 

Mr. Roast, of James Robinson & Co., 
metal merchants, of this city, suggest- 
ed, in accordance with the .sentiment 
\ of !iir audience, that liberal thanks be 
i given to Dr. Porter for his address. 
With this expression of the apprecia- 
tion, the meeting was left open for 
idiBCUhsion upon the evening's topic. 



Speaking of the recent fracas at 
Kingston reported in yesterday's is- 
suo of the McGill Dally, the Queen's 
Journal says: 

It is very regrettable but none the 
less true, thnt wo seem to have in our 
halls at Queen's, a certain element or 
clique of individuals who call thom- 
selves men but who come far short of 
measuring up to the standard of true 
manhood. Theso kindred spirits, In 
an endeavor to do something that will 
be considered clover by others of tholr 
class, sometimes overstep tho mark to 
such an extent that th/ir conduct can 
no longer bo ignored. 

On Friday evening, when tho crowd 
was dispersing from the play, present- 
ed by the Queen's Dramatic Club, in 
tho Grand Opera House, this rough- 
er clement was on hand at tho street 
door. Thoy went so far as to sclzo 
and carry off certain students as they 
emerged from tho theatre, leaving 
their lady friends without any escort, 
to make their way home through the 
crowds of men that thronged Prlnccs3 
street. 

This act, no doubt, was thought, in 
their poor judgment, to be a hugo joke 
on tho men thus captured, but in ma- 
ture Judgment was nothing Iobs than 
an insult inflicted upon the weaker 
sex. To catch a man and play a joke 
on him when he is alone is in somo 
circumstances commendable, but when 
it places a lady Is a very 
awkard and embarrassing posi- 
tion, It ceases to be a joke and 
cannot bo considered the act of any- 
one with a spark of gentlemanly in- 
stinct In him. This Is not tho spirit 
bred at Queen's, where the influences 
are such as tend to ennoble and broad- 
en the minds of all In attendance, but 
Is the spirit of this particular class, 
bred elsowhero and brought to 
Queen's. Tho sooner this vulgar senso 
of humor is gotten rid of, the better 
for all concerned.
